The action of Judpe Evans today 
apparently attracted wide atten- 
tion. Many messages were received 
asking for copies of the brief and 
arguments in the case in which the 
court, in effect, held war-tii.ie \n\>- 
hibitional unconstitutional «id un- 
held an attack upon the Volstead 
enforcement act.

After the three months followiii, 
the date of ilischarge have elapsed 
a statement from the applicant 
effect that he is in as good health 
at the date of discharge or at the ex 
piration of the mac<' period, which 
ever is the later date, will be requir 
ed together with a written applies 
tion for reinstatement and the ten- 
dor of the two months' premiums on 
the ;inuunt of insurance he wishe 
to reinstate. 

In order to ^ive all former service 
men whose in.surance has Ii^sed oi 
been canceled, a fair chance to reii- 
state their insurance, including mfti 
who have been out of the service 
eif;hteen months or more, and who 
are therefore barred from re-instate 
ment under the former ruling, a spe- 
cial blanket 1-uling is made which al- 
lows all ex-service men to reinstate 
theii* insurance before December 31 
1919, provided that each applicant 
is in g9od health as at date of dis- 
charge or at expiration of tj^o ^,rracc 
period, whichever Is the later d'ate 
and so states in his application. Of 
course it is necessary that he tendei 
the two months' premiums on. the 
ambdnt of insurance he xrahea to,, re 
instate. 

Service men who reinstated theii 
insurance by payment of all back 
premiums prior to July 26, 1919 
I when the decision requiring payment 
of only two months' premiums went 
into effect, upon written appliea^ien 
to the bureau may have any piram 
iunia paid n jacess of two applied 
toward the payment of future prem 
iums. For example, if a policy ha.' 
lapsed for six months, a man rein 
stated and paid six months' prem 
iuma paid in excess of two applied 
credit for four months' premiums. 

The provisions for reinatatement 
do not protect a man until he actual 
ly reinstates. If he waits he may 
not be in as good health, as he was

"No hope can be held out for a 
return to lower sh^e prices for a 
ifng ti^ to .-ome. Tli; le is much 
talk pro and eon about in^ i rnational- 
isni, but whether we will or not the 
■ihoe and leather industry has al- 
ready become internationalized. 'In 
pitc of anything that can be done 
ill the leather trad^ we are depen- 
dent upon imports for 50 pef cent, 
of the cattle hides, 65 per cent of 
the calfskins, and 98 p, r cent, of 
the goat-skins tanned in the United, 
States annually. The popular idea 
is that imports of hides and skins 
are onfy necessary to enable the 
tanners and shoe manufacturers to 
export quantities of leather and 
shoes. It is generally realized that 
our export trade at its greatest is 
only a small percentage of the total 
output. The factory output of 
shoes in the United States is only 
225,000,000 pairs annually, but the 
e&perts in Pre war times did not ex- 
ceed 10,000,000 pairs. SimiUrly a 
.substantial export sale of leather has 
been developed, but it is almost in- 
consequential ^han compared with 
the greul home consumption. 

It being granted that we are on 
an international basis with regard 
to raw materials for making leatb^r, 
a natural conclusion is that we can- 
not avoid what may be called world 
prices for leather, shoes and other 
manufactures of leather. All re- 
ports from Europe tell of the ex- 
treme rates obtained for shoes at re- 
tail except where government fixed 
prices arc still enforced. There are 
itories of Women's shoes selling for 
$30 a pair in the cities of Continen- 
tal Eurot)e. The agitation against 
the high cost living illoKicall.v ig- 
nores the fact that the United States 
has already b.en internationalized 
commercialized and that we shall not 
be able to make and sell staple arti- 
cles of merchandise in our home niar 
Icets below the world's level of val- 
ues.

E. B. Hatcher, Held editor of the 
Western Recorder, gave the follow- 
ing account of his recent visit to 
Bethel Woman's College: 

Tho FaMroi Ppstponed. 
The grave diggers were disappoint 
ed and mourning friends cancelled 
their orders for crepe. Bethel Wo 
man's College at Hopkinsville, Ky., 
last session had only 26 scholars 
and while some were thinking of an 
appropriate theme for the funeral 
diaeoorse over the departed, and 
while our Education Society was 
taming toward Russellville as the 
place vrtiere it might build a prosper- 
ous woman's college department, lo, 
the college trustees of the dying 
Hopkinsville school decided to blow 
the resurrection trumphet! A $30,- 
000 dormitory^very handsome— 
was at'<>nce projected and in ten 
weeks it' was completed aiM filled 
with students. A cablegram went 
scudding away to Venice with it; 
presidential lasso for Dr. J. W 
Gaines^ and in a short while it land- 
ed him in Hopkinsville, and instead 
of the 25 students of last year tliey 
now have 106, and Dr. Gaines and 
his trustees are saying to the Bap 
tiats of Kentucky, "Don't you think 
we deserve that |200,000 for which 
We are .^3king?" 

"How was Bethel started?" we 
asked Dr. Gaines. 

"By the Bethel Association — orig- 
inally as a Baptist high school." 
"When?" 

"Sixty-six years ago." 
"Of your 106 pupils this season, 
how many are boarders?" 

"Sixty." 

"How ioii^; havt' you been presi- 
dent of the College?" 
"Since August 18." 
"Where did you come from?" 
"From Venice." 

"What were you AoIuk tlicrc?" i 
"I was in the Italian army, where ! 
for a month or so I had been doing 
y. M. C. A. work. I came there from 
Paris where I had been in charge of 
a training conference of Y. M. C. A. 
secretaries, having trained in all 
100,000 men and women. I spent 
a year in this kind of work in Amer- 
ica just before going to Europe." 

"How long were yon in Europe?" 

"Ten montha." 

"What was your previous work in 
America?"

•• "I was asked to ^ome. That is all 
I know. I hardly knew there was 
«uch a school when in Venice I re> 
celved a cablegram. I was terribly 
homesick. I accepted the call." 

y "What was your first impmsfon 
of the school here?" 

"I wa« much discouraged." 
"Why?" 

"Because of the small attendance 
last year." 

"How do you feel now?" 
"Very much encouraged." 
"Why?" 

"First, because of the splenuiJ 
loyalty of the graduates of the in- 
stitution. Secondly, because the 
Baptists of Kentucky seemed to be 
aroused as to the necessity of having 
a college for women, and thirdly, be- 
cause of the manner in which the 
members of the different associa- 
tions greet me and promise me their 
support." 

"Why have a separate woman's 
college here rather than a woman's 
department at Bethel College at 
Ruiwellville?" 

■ Because experience has shown 
that coeducational schools for wo- 
men during the junior per^d do 
not prosper." ^ 

"What wuld you do with the 
$200,000 which you are asking from 
the $75,000,000 movement?" 

"I would put 1100,000 in build- 
ings and $100,000 in endowment. If 
the denomination will give us $200,- 
000, we think we can raise $50,000 
outside of the denomination in this 
cottnty." 

"What new building is it that I 
see 'on the grounds?" 

"A dormitory built-4i»is sumnu-r 
for $30,000 which was borrowed. 
We need another dormitory, a chapel 
and a gymnasium."
